I left home Monday evening, May 26th, for 

New Enterprise lovefeast, Bedford county, 
Pa., and to visit the home of my parents in 
Fulton county thence to return and attend 
lovefeast of the church at Martiusburg, Blair 
county, Fa. 

Stopped over night the 26th, in Louisville, 
Stark county, Ohio, with brother and sister 
Keim. Enjoyed their associations much. The 
27th started .on my journey and arrived in the 
"Cove," at Curry vine, 9 o'clock, P. M. Stopp- 
ed with brother Simon Snyder. Had a pleas- 
ant interview with him upon the condition of 
affairs in the church. He is yet identified 
with thje German Baptists, but fellowships us 
both privately and publicly. This is the way 
we hope ere long to see more do. God sj>eed 
the day when the prejudice that now prevails 
shall be eclipsed with brotherly love. Wc 
reached our dear brethren in New Enterprise, 
the 28. In consequence of a prayer meeting 
held by the German Baptists in the church, 
wc held our first meeting in u school house. 
We all need to pray much under existing cir- 
cumstances hence we did not wish to conflict 
with the prayer meeting 

I preached with the brethren here until 
Sunday evening, June 1st, Saturday evening. 
May 31st, had a very enjoyable feast. Here 
wc met our dear brethren Will L. Sjiatiogle, 
J. L. Winchuid and J. G. Snyder, minister-, 
ftom adjoining churches. Monday we started 
with father who had meet us: here with con- 
veyance for Fulton county to visit the friends 
and scenes of my boyhood. The distance 
from New Enterprise is about forty miles, 
over hills, mountains, brooks, and vales. This 
visit gave us much pleasure. We had been 
away seven years.- Before leaving we were 
made sad to learn the conditions of affairs in 
the chureh. There were some young sisters 
who had unfortunately trimmed their dresses 
with lace and otherwise trespassed the orders 
of those in auth jrity, but not to the extent of 
wearing a hat, yet they were expelled and 
their being a continued tradition current 
running through the church it has carried 
several of its members out of the fellowship of 
the flock. The result is apparent. Our prin- 
ciples — the gospel alone is the only remedy, 
and we believe the time is near at hand when 
old Fulton will wheel into line with a Gospel 
chariot. 

On my return I preached three sermons for 
the brethren at New Enterprise. Here is a 
band of loving brethren and sisters. We vis- 


rule* that govern the body. They occupy the 
"chief seats," some three feet higher than the 
delegates. The standing committee appoints 
one of its own number moderator, if a dele- 
gate objects to the rulings of the moderator, 
the standing committee decides as to the cor- 
rectness of the moderator's ruling. Certainly 
all deliberative bodies should choose their own 
officers. The delegates in the German Bap- 
tist annual meetings are babes ; they have no 
power or influence. Why do the delegates or 
why does the church, permit the Bishops to 
organize a "standing committee," lor the pur- 
poseof holding secret caucuses from day today, 
to elect officers, formulate rules, and "prepare 
business" for the general conference ? If the 
brethren and sisters who manage the kitchen 
department of the big meeting, were permit- 
ted to apply their common sense ideas to the 
business tabernacle, "minutes" and "manda- 
tory" laws would not long trouble the church- 
es. 

It appears to me the standing committe 
made a mistake in ordering the reading of the 
fifteenth chapter of Acts; or they make a 
mistake in selecting Whit-Sunday as the time 
ol the annual meeting. It would be more ap- 
propriate to read the second chapter of Acts 
at Pentecost than the fifteenth chapter. The 
standing committee go into a secret chamber, 
select officers, decide what business shall come 
before the general conference, and adopt the 
rules that govern the conference. The 
fifteenth chapter of Acts, neither by word nor 
intimation, gives any account of a secret cau- 
cus of the bishops ; but on the contrary, we 
read : "Then pleased it the apostles and eld- 
ers, with the whole church ;" aud again : "The 
Apostles and elders and brethren send greet- 
ing." The Abbotts have this note on Acts 
15:23:

The Annual Meeting at Dayton. 

By the courtesy of our home paper, the 
Andrews Express, I received a complimentary 
ticket to the German Baptist annual meeting, 
near Dayton.

The great concourses of 
people who altend these meetings, take no in- 
terest in the business sessions at all. I saw 
a number of brethren, who had been on the 
grounds a day or two, who had not been near 
the business tabernacle. All the secular af- 
fairs connected with the meeting, seemed to 
be well managed, managed in an intelligent 
and business way. Advantages of all modern

"There is no more remarkable trait in the char- 
acter of the Apostles than the scrupulousness with 
which they retrain from the assumption of eccle- 
siastical authority over the church. Men were 
never placed in circumstances more favorable for 
forming, or tor the means ot executing ambitious 
designs. Notwithstanding the high personal in- 
fluence which they must necessarily have posessed, 
they are always very slow to assume the exercises 
of any great official authority. They call meetings 
for consultation ; they suggest ; they propose ; 
but it is the whole body of disciples that decide 
and act. (Acts 1 : 15, 21, 22, 28.— 6 ,%, 3.) In the 
remarkable case here recorded, they do no as- 
sume that they are to decide the question." 

It does not seem wise for the standing com- 
mittee to have the fifteenth chapter of Act s 
read, in which the apostles show no authority 
over the church, and then at the close of this 
reading this standing committee takes to itself 
full control I of all the ap[K>iutments and busi- 
ness ot the meeting. 

How can the German Baptists oppose "se- 
crecy," and the power of the Pope and "bish- 
ops" in the Catholic Chnrch? The power of 
the Pope is waning ; but the power of the 
bishop is still great in the German Baptist 
church.
